REMINISCING 



Peace-time Student ; 

Edison welcomed one of the larger groups of students 
to enter Its halls as freshmen the eighth of September, 1941. 
The freshman class was composed of sixty-nine students, thirty- 
four girls and thirty-five boys, most of whom were from Cen- 
tral School and Columbus School. The members of the class 
passed successfully through the transition period of making 
the necessary adjustment of becoming a part of the student 
body in high school. At the beginning of the first semester, 
the freshmen elected the following class officers: William 

Davis, president; Elaine Kimmol, vice-president; Betty Foster, 
secretary; Ereily Werner, treasurer. 

War-time Student ; 

However, the attack on Pearl Harbor on December 7, 1941, 
was the initial cause of a change in the life of every high 
school student. The entry of United States into World War 
II had an immediate effect upon the lives of the upper class- 
men, some of whom entered the armed forces before completing 
their high school course and others withdrew from school to 
work in war plants. Additional classes in physical education, 
home nursing, math refresher course, and science were added 
soon to the regular high school program. Although the war did 
not have an immediate effect on the program of the freshman 
class, it did play a most important role in the life of each 
student as an upper classman. 

In February, the class held its first party in Edison 
Gymnasium. The evening was spent enjoyably in playing a 
variety of games. Mrs. Brown and Miss Nelson, who were the 
class sponsors, chaperoned the party. After mid-year ex- 
aminations the members of the class continued with their 
regular studies, and the school year drew slowly to a close 
in May for the long awaited summer vacation. 

In September, 1942, the freshmen began their role of 
life as sophomores, with a loss of fifteen classmates, but 
they still held the title of one of the largest classes in 
school. The class officers, who were elected, included: 

John Kovalow, president; Marion Russell, vice-president; 

Dolores Carmody, secretary; Norma Kimmel, treasurer. Mr. 

Baliff and Miss Hartley were our class sponsors. On March 24, 
the sophomore class held a hobo party, and sandwiches, ice 
cream, and pop were served for refreshments. After passing 
the exams in May, the sophomores attained that long awaited 
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title of upper classmen. The class completed the year with 
a surplus in the treasury, which was needed for expenses 
during the junior year. 

During the summer, part of the students secured part- 
time or full-time jobs in industry. Some of the students 
still held part-time jobs of evenings after school and dur- 
ing week-ends after they returned to school in September and 
assumed their regular school duties. During the election of 
officers, John Kovalow was elected a second term for the class 
president. He was assisted by Alfred Fabian-- v ice-presidont , 
Dolores Addison--sccretary, and Helen Hasso--troasuror . 

On November 23, "Ghostly Quarantine," a mystery comedy, 
was presented by the junior class. The play was a financial 
success as well as being classed as successful entertainment. 

Mrs. Wiggins, the junior sponsor, resigned from her position 
at the end of the first semester, and Mrs. Crisman was the 
new class sponsor with Mr. Stroube for the remainder of the 
school year. Other activities of the junior year included:

In the fall of 1944, forty-one dignified seniors entered 
the halls of Edison, and at the beginning of the school year, 
they elected the following class officers: Alfred Fabian, 

president; Delores Addison, vicc-prcsidcnt ; Marion Russell, 
secretary; Julio Karsa, treasurer. Mr. Stroube and Mrs. Zoss 
were the class sponsors, although Mrs. Zoss resigned on March 
9. Shirley Hoskins withdrew from school during the first 
semester. Calvin Smith, Louis Bottos, Robert Munro, David 
Mansfield, Ellsworth Hill, Thomas Munro, Lawrence Vizena, 

William Hyde, Roby Hott, Ronald Silverthorn entered the ser- 
vices of their Country during the school year. John Kovalow, 
Richard Pollay, Floyd Courtney, and Moses Homoky were expect- 
ing to enter service near the close of the school year. 

At the beginning of the second semester, the seniors, 
assisted by some members of the junior class for the purpose 
of giving the juniors initial experience for their senior 
year, began work on the yearbook under the direction of Miss 
Hartley. In order to have a yearbook this year, work was be- 
gun much earlier than usual. 

The class play entitled "Tish," a three-act comedy, was 
the outstanding achievement of the class during its four years 
in high school. The cast worked many long hours under the 
direction of Miss Clauson in order to bo classed as successful 
high school actors and actresses on April 20, 1945. 
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On May 21, the members of the class and faculty enjoyed 
a Farewell Banquet at Tlebel's Restaurant. 

Baccalaureate Services were held in Edison Gymnasium 
on Sunday, May 20, at 8:00 p.m. Dr. William E. Clark of the 
Methodist Church in Gary was the speaker for the evening. 

The Glee Club of Edison High School furnished the music, the 
invocation was given by Elaine Hamilton, and William Martin 
gave the benediction. 

The final event, to which the seniors had looked for- 
ward during the last four years, was the Commencement Exer- 
cises in Edison’s auditorium on May 22, at 8:00 p.m. The 
general theme for the student speakers was "To Seek a Better 
World" with the following sub-topics: "The Dream of the 

Ages" — Shirley Heibert; "The Immediate Task"--George Shields; 
Goals for the Post War World" — Juanita Brown; "Individual 
Responsibility"--Maxine Forney; "These Things Will Endure"-- 
Gerald Dittrich; "Across a Now Threshold"--Alfrod Fabian, 
president of the class. Members of the Glee Club furnished 
the music for the occasion, and the invocation and benedic- 
tion were offered by Betty Moy and Norma Klmmcl respectively. 
The American Legion awards, school awards, and diplomas wore 
presented according to the custom of former years; however, 
the fact that sevoral members of the class being in service 
caused those who were present to roalizo moro than ever that 
the Class of '45 in Edison High School was a War-Time graduat- 
ing class. 

On the closing day of school. May 25, mombors of the 
senior class concluded the school year by giving a program 
entitled the "Senior School of Radio Broadcast."

While cruising along the new eight- lane super-highway 
in my jet-propelled convertible one balmy spring day in the 
year, 1957, I came to my old homo town of East Gary. It was 
very difficult to recognize the town bocause so many improve- 
ments had been made. Deciding that the post office was the 
proper place to secure information, I asked a small child 
the way. 

Upon my arrival, whom should I see behind the window 
but my good friend and classmate, Thomas Munro--with him was 
Betty Stanton. Fortunately, I stopped between "rush-hours," 
so he took time to visit with me and told how he and Miss 
Stanton had managed the post office for five years and how the 
volume of mail had increased greatly. I inquired of him about 
some of my other classmates, and he gavo mo the address of 
Thomas Pearson. Not recognizing the address, I had to inquire 
as to how the streets we re named, and he informed mo that the 
arrangement of the names of the streets had been accomplished 
by William Sievern, who had adopted a now simplified system 
of addresses. He added that Bill had done more for East Gary 
in three years than most men could in six years. 

Reaching the Pearson place, which was a low rambling 
modern home constructed chiefly of glass brick, whom should 
I see at tho door but Lois Tarrant. She looked a little 
older, perhaps, but she still had her charming personality. 

She told me that Tom was in New York for a few days and that 
he was a well-known buyer in the stock oxchange and had ac- 
cumulated quite a large sum of wealth by his skillfull choice 
of stocks. After dinner to which Lois kindly invited me, I 
turned on her television set. When the announcer spoke, he 
said, "Ladies and gentlemen, we bring to you a band that has 
been playing at the Palmer House in Chicago for seventy-two 
weeks." On the television screen appeared the figures of the 
band. Two of them had a familiar appearance, so I adjusted 
the focusing dial and saw William Martin playing the drum and 
Roby Hott in his usual place with his clarinet. Lois told 
me that Roby and Bill organized the band five years after 
leaving school and that the band had become the most popular 
one in the nation. 

After listening to the program, I expressed my apprecia- 
tion for the delicious dinner and a most enjoyable visit and 
left for the MacArthur Hotel, which I learned, much to my sur- 
prise, was managed by William Hyde. It was a nineteen story 
building which replaced the Old’ Lake Tavern. When I inquired 
of the bell boy for the manager, he informed me that he was 
talking to an old classmate in one of the rooms.

Imagine our sur- 
prise when we learned that the seat next to Jerry’s was reserv- 
ed for Lieutenant Colonel Ellsworth Hill of the United States 
Army Air Corps. His mission was evidently quite important 
for they held the plane ten minutes past time for his arrival. 
There wasn’t time for more than a handshake, so I asked him 
to write a letter at his earliest convenience. When Alfred 
Fabian and Richard Pollay were elected Congressmen, they pro- 
posed a bill and secured its passage for the erection of this 
ultra-modern airport. Both were re-elected for a second term 
due to the splendid work they were doing. 

After seeing Jerry and Ellsworth depart, I bought a 
newspaper at a newsstand, and on the front page was the photo- 
graph of a man whose face had that familiar smile of Moses 
Homoky. The headlines told of his promotion to third-vice- 
president of the Carnegie Illinois Steel Corporation due to 
his unfailing perseverance and faithfulness to his work. In 
another section of the paper, I read where an engineering pro- 
ject in Brazil had just been completed under the supervision 
of an engineer named John Kovalow. Wondering if that could 
be the John Kovalow of our old school days, I asked Bill about 
him. Since ho did not know, ho suggested that we go to the 
drug store where Marion Russell was manager. I learned that 
she had purchased the store at the time Mr. Leo Me is ter had 
retired. 

When we entered the store, she knew Bill, of course, 
but she had some difficulty in recognizing me. She verified 
my belief about John Kovalow and told us that John had gone 
to Purdue University and after graduation had accepted a 
position with a large engineering concern. She showed us 
some cosmetics made by "Karsoy" Co. in Now York. After look- 
ing at the products, we learned that Julia Karsa and Betty 
Moy had the third largest cosmetics business in the United 
States , 
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Picking up a magazine from a rack and leafing through 
it, I noticed a picture of Elaine Hamilton. The title of 
the article was "The Coming United States Tennis Champion”. 
Elaine was to compete in the finals the next week in New 
Jersey. Wondering what magazine would have her picture in 
it, I turned to the editorial page and read the names of 
Shirley Heibert and Maxine Forney as editor and associate 
editor respectively. They hod founded the magazine which 
was entitled "Ladies’ Day” in 1953, and it had become the 
best selling magazine on the market. There was, also, an 
article about a new dean, Miss Delores Addison, being ap- 
pointed at Vassar College. She had been selected because 
of her high grades and willingness to work while she was in 
college. Marion told me that Betty Foster was a buyer for 
Marshall Field’s and was in Paris buying the latest styles 
of dresses; also, that Dolores Salen was a home economics 
and home nursing teacher in a high school in Ohio. 

After leaving the store, I went to my convertible and 
found a ticket for parking too long. When I reported at 
the police station, I learne4 that David Mansfield was the 
city judge and that Calvin Smith was city controller. Calvin 
had received the Navy Cross for gallantry in action during 
the last war. Dave was really an honest judge because he did 
not release me from paying the five dollar fine even though 
I had been an old classmate of his. Dave had been wounded, 
and while he was convalescing in a hospital in Florida, one 
of his nurses was Wilma Thews. She and Juanita Brown had 
joined the Navy Nurse Corps and had gone into training after 
their graduation from high school. While waiting for Dave 
to finish his work, I looked at the city directory and dis- 
covered an advertisement for Rhody’s Beauty Shop. Then, pave 
took me to a restaurant operated by Helen Ledak and her sister.

The superior rebound play and scoring power of 
Alfred Fabian, Ronald Silvcrthorn, and Moses Homoky with tho 
support of the rest of the team was too much for Tollcston. 

Once again, the Eagles scored another victory of the 
season over Dyer by an overwhelming score. Alfred Fabian 
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and John Kovalow took top scoring honors with eighteen and 
fifteen points respectively. 

Edison won the last scheduled game of the year, 1944, 
over Crown Foint with a score of 43-36 before entering the 
Holiday Tourney. In the Holiday Tourney, which was held 
December 29-30, Edison defeated Dyer but lost the Champion- 
ship due to being defeated by Merrillville--the Pirates de- 
feating the Eagles for the third time this season.

Next, the two old rivals, Edison and Hobart, played on 
Edison's home floor--of course, Edison was victorious and 
trounced the Brickies . 

The Eagles won the next two games of the season by 
defecting the Portage Indians in the Portage gymnasium and 
winning a decisive victory over Crown Point in the last homo 
game. John Kovalow and Alfred Fabian were high scoring men 
respectively of these two games . 

Quite a coincidence occurred this year, as the Eagles 
lost their opening and closing games of the eighteen games 
scheduled this season — making a total of fourteen victories 
and only four games lost. The last game of the basketball 
season was played at Michigan City and prepared the team 
for the tournament the following week. 

In the first game of the Sectional Tournament at Ham- 
mond, the Eagles romped over Lowell without any difficulty.

In their 
fourth game of the tournament the boys played Hammond High 
in the finals. Due to fatigue, the Eagles trailed in the 
last half of the game to lose the fight to Hammond High, 
champions of the Sectional Tournament. Alfred Fabian led 
the scoring with nineteen points in the first game, twenty- 
two points in the second, and twenty points in the last game, 

Mr. Baliff and the team are to be commended for their 
fighting spirit and first-class sportsmanship. Edison high 
School was proud of them, and they richly deserved all the 
praise bestowed upon them. The cheer leadors, who were 
Elaine Hamilton, Yvonne Luzio, Barbara Garber, Catherine 
1'odner, and Doris Klmmel, deserve commendation for their 
loyalty in supporting the team.
